With a @ésire to nacertain the facts in the case 
ind present to tle people of Utah and else- 
where, through the columns of the VEepETTE. 
accurate information of the reliability of the 


reports referred to, anid the extent ot the new | 


mineral region, as well as to visit onr Southern 
settlements. We availed olirsel ves of this oppor. 
tunity, and hope in the éourse of these hurried 
notes to impart some of the information 
gieaned, if not tithe of the pleasure enjayed 
during our month’s tour. 

Our first evening ont, was signalized by the 
unwonted circumstance of a heavy rain. which 
coutinued through the night and the next day 
giving new life and vigor to the crops, and 
most delightfully laying the dust along our 
way. We may add, here that at some time 
during the twenty-four hours, we were favored 
each for ten days, with a-thunder shower 
of greater or less severity, which at this season 
of the year. is a somewhat unusual circum- 
stance in Utah. These rains we.found exten- 
ded throngbont the Territory. even down to 
the realms of Dixie, the far famed cotton 
country. Our road was the main highway 
from the city to'Cedar city. Irom county. paae- 
ing throngh the settlements, thickly strewn 
along it, atan average distance of six miles 
apart, 

We can commend the road as one of the 
best natural roads on the Continent, requiring 
but little labor on any part of it. ~The settle- 
ments south as far as Cedar all seemed to be 
thriving, the crops promising abundant bar- 
vests, and the genial rains reinvigorating the | 
whole face of nature. At every poiat where 
raonntaiu streams burst from the cangns and 
flow through the otherwise desert sage-bush 
plains. s town, village or hamlet is located, 
and well directed indnstry extorts a crop 
from the arid earth. Without irrigation. care- 
fally directed. and the water wisely husband- 
ed, the great basin of Utah is nonght buta 
desert. Yet the people by aid of numer. 
ons ditehes, haye built up at ‘short distances. 
thriving towns, and erected comfortable ham- 
lets beside each gushing stream, These 
settlements all bear a striking resemblance to 
each other. and were originally built as forte 
surrounded by bigh mud walis —as protection 
against Indians-y Most of them have, however. 
ontgrown their former narrow confines and 
extend over the snrrounding plain, Water 
being the essentml ingredient not alone in 
tbcir prosperity, but ia tbeir very existence, 
the mountain sireams are trained through 
ditebes or sees, and course throngh etch 
street aml on. throngh the adjoining farming 
lois. These latter are snrrounded by a single 
fence, extending far owt into the plain, and 
are held and worked to sonie,extent, in com- 
mon—each settler baving his three. four or 
acresalleted to biey for enitivation and 
improvement. The water is the common pro. 
perty of the workers of tbe great field, and is 
distributed under wise and well understeod 
regulations. At alittle distance these settle, 
ments present a charming appeurance, trees 
of cottenwood and willow lining the etreets 
and casting a delightful shade over cottage

In « word,..we were rejoiced to find the 
entire:péople sonth in so prosperous a condi- 
tion as regards fhe approaching harvest. For 
five years the farmer has beeir unable to 
obtain for his wheat and produce but little 
more than the actnal cost of raising it. and 
barely sufficient to support himself and large 
family in the most meagre manner. This year 
the prices of all kinds of produce, wheat, bar- 
ley. oats, corn, butter, cheese, ete., have 
increased four-fold, pnd there is some incent- 
ive to laber and ipdustry. Every farmer 
acknowledges and evidences in bis own eon- 
dition. that Utah has adtaneed with rapid 
strides during the past twelve months, and the 
individual condition of every inhabitant has 
been materially—wonderfully improved. As 
each family rises to independence ina worldly 
point of view—secure from want—above the 
pinchings of abject poverty—with prolific 
fields. abundant harvests and increasing mar- 
kets, the commonwealth itself rises in impor- 
tance. in independence,in freedom. and ber 
people asa whole will stand up before the 
world in all the dignity of true manhood.

Something New Under the Sun—in Utah. 


The progress of the several fine new strnc- 
‘urea now being erected cn Main street. in the 
city, has come to a sudden stop. On Monday 
the workmen generally struck for higher 
wages, and decline to go on until their de- 
mands are complied with. Although the new 
movement—(quitea novelty, by the way, for 
Utah)—extends through the several branches 
engaged in building—masons, stone cutters 
carpenters, etc..—we believe the wnain strike 
is by the laborers, who demand an increase in 
wages Trom $2,50 per day to $3,00. Up to | 
last night their demand’ bad not been acceded 
to, and as a consequence few workmen were

A letter dated the 18th says: The 
army of. the Potemac has been hatly 
engaged to-day and-fighting hard. The 
loss is comparatively. heavy, particn- 
Jarly on the 24 corps. It was intend- 
ed that a grand attack should be made 
on the enemy ’s works this morning at 
4 o'clock, at which hour, all the corps 
were to be in position and to move for- 
ward in @ simultaneous attack. —Bir- 
ney’s troops were the first to move, at 
nearly 5 o’clock when his lines ad-' 
vanced, and meeting but little opposi- 
tion this corps pxssed over a formida- 
ble line of works which the enemy |‘ 
held yesterday. In this movement 
Gen. Barlow forming. the left of the 
line of the 2d corps, awung his divis- 
ion forward and around on a pivot, of 
which the right of the line is the cen- 
ter. He continued to push forward un- 
til in front, his efforts being to force 
the ye line, which being cap- 
tured another line of defense was de- 
veloped 500 yards distant. It was to 
this new line that the enemy fell back 
as we advanced; reaching it they 
made a stubborn resistance to the ap- 
proach by our men, After some scat- 
tering firing on both sides, Gen. Bir- 
ney proceeded to make an examina- 
tion of the lines to render successful 
a vigorous assault and general ad- 
vance of the 2d corps ordered to take 
place at 12 o’clock. Gen. Gibson was 
directed to move forward at the ap-

By-Laws of Rush Valley Mining District. 


Ata meeting of the miners of Rush Valley 
Mining District, held at the Government Re- 
serve, (Rush Valley.) June 11th, 1864, Mr. M. 
G. Lewis was called to the Chair, and Henry 
R. Miller appointed Secretary. 


The Chairman stated that the objects of the 
meeting were to create a new Mining District 
within the limits of the West Mountain Mining 
District—elect a Recorder and establiab By- 
Laws for the government of said District. 

A Committee consisting of S. E. Jocelyn, E 
C. Chase, A. Heitz and Jas. W. Gibson, were 
to draft By-Laws. 

he following Laws having been presented 
by the Committee, were acted upon, seriatim, 
and adopted by the meeting : 


Articte Ist. This district shall include 
that portion of territory, situated in the Terri- 
oa! of Utab, as follows: Beginning at a 
e nt on the northern boundary tine of West 

ountain Miniog District. where it intersects 
the eastern line of Tooele county, to follow 
this line to the point of ite intersection with 
the southern boundary line of West Mountain 
Mining District ; thence along said line to its 
point of intersection with the one (114) bun- 
dred and fourteenth degree of itude west 
from Greenwich ; thence along said 114th de- 
gree of longitude to the forty (4st) first para- 
lell of latitude north ; thence east to place ef 
beginning. The same to be known as the 
“Rush Valley Mining District.” 

Articte 2np. The extent of a claim on any 
mineral vein, shall be two (200) hundred feet 
along the lode, with a width of one (100) 
hundred feet on each side of the lode, includ- 
ing all its dips, spnrs, angles, depths, widths. 
off-shoots, ont-croppings, variations, and all the 
minerals and other valuables therein con- 

sed ; and priority of location shall deter- 
minethe ownership of all cross, or other leads 
traversing ground claimed upder these laws.
